Glasgow, January 1!3.—Is Mr. Carnegie 
by his gifts of millions degrading the 
Scottish character? Is he sapping the 
independence of the most independent 
people on earth? 

One can hear complaints .against the 
millionaire benefactor in plenty. Away 
in the desolate Hebrides, where the 
peasant folk are already crouching in 
their sod-covered, peat-smoked huts be- 
fore the flercely oncoming winter, the 
cottagers assure me that ‘“‘Andy’’ in 
league with his Satanic majesty to de- 
stroy Scottish religion by spreading the 
use of musical instruments and man- 
made hymns. They call him “Andy’”’ 
there without any surname, for all men 
Know that there is only one “Andy” in 
Scotland. According to one Highland 
tradition, Mr. Carnegie and Satan held 
conterence just before the ironmaster re- 
turned to his native heath. 

“How can I best aia you, old gentle- 
man?’ Mr. Carnegie demanded. ‘Shall 
I make the people dance, or plant thea- 
ters in every parish, or set them to 
playing cards?’ 

“Na, na,’’ Satan replied. ““Tak’ a kist 
o whusties to ilka kirk (put an organ 
in every church), then my wark wull 
gang weel aneuch.”’ 

As Mr. Carnegie has since 
given organs to many churches 
parts of Scotlaad, the truth of the tale 
is demonstrated. The Carnegie trust, 
established five years ago by the gift 
of $10,000,000 in United tSates Steel 
bonds, distributes $500,000 a year to the 
four universigies of Glasgow, Edinburgh, 
Aberdeen, and St, Andrews. One-half of 
the students have their fees paid by this 
fund, the ,average payment being about 
$70 a year. 


Students’ Free Courses. 

What started the talk of pauperisa- 
tion and degradation? Before Mr. Car- 
negle arose many students were given 
free courses, notably the children of pro- 
fessors, and many others had their fees 
paid by means of bursaries. The agita- 
tion aghinst the Carnegie trust has 
arisen through a deep change in Scot- 
tish life. A generation ‘ago and Scot- 
tish universities were  thronged ~ with 
poor men. The son of the weaver or 
the cotter forced his way through, win- 
ning and often enough starving on a 
small scholarship, supplemented by his 
own earnings as ploughman or sawyer 
in summer. 

The most popular preacher in Edin- 
burgh today wasiin his-.early manhood 
a herder, and he is proud of the fact. 
A well known Glasgow professor is al- 
ways willing to relate about his father, 
the cobbler, and 
his shoes. The professor’s friends de- 
clare that as the son rises in life he 
with each step makes the price paid for 
his fatther’s shoes lower. 

Practically all the best men in the 
Scottish universities a generation back 
were poor and the sons of the poor, 
living on little. Some of the best of 
all died under .the strain of combined 
underfeeding and overwork. The old 
type of Scottish worker, from which 
this class was drawn largel?, disap- 
peared under new economic conditions.

LIFE IN FLATS. 


The Flat Dweller Suggests Pipe @ys- 
tem for Carrying Off Sounds. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

“This.” said the flat dweller, “is the 
closed season for noise. . 

“In winter, with all the windows shut, 
we no longer hear the mrultitudinous 
sounds that assail us in summer when the 
windows are open, the sounds of pianos, 
phonographs, key bugles, oboes, uutes, 
hbassoons and bass horns, to say nothing 
of the shouts of merry laughter. No, fn 
winter we are mercifully spared this 
swelling. discordant and ever rolling 
neighborhood chorus; but not even in 
winter are we spared the sounds of our 
own house, and I wonder if something 
couldn't be done about that. 

“Not that these sounds are always un- 
pleasant. I have dwelt under a party 
that played the blacksmith’s chorus on 
the piano at all hours of the day and 
night; enough to drive one distracted, 
that: and then we have lived under peo- 
ple who playeg delightfully only soft and 
tuneful and rippling melodies always 
soothing and comforting, this; but take 
all the planos In the house, by and large, 
and I could avoid the sounds of them if 
I could. and no doubt this would be the 
common sentiment. ang I should think 
that something might be done to accom- 
plish this end. 

“T have thought of insulating the 
pianos, of setting them all up with their 
legs supported on some sort of non-sound 
conducting material, and this would prob- 
ably be all right as far as it went; but 
there would be the trouble, it wouldn't 
go far enough, 

“It would shut off the sound from the 
people below, but it wouldn't help the 
vpeople overheag a bit; in fact, it might 
make their lot worse by deflecting to 
them the entire volume of sounds that 
hefore had been distributed all around. 
So, obviously, that Wouldn’t do, or that 
alone wouldn’t. And what I am dwelling 
on now is a combination insulation and 
pipe system. 

“We pipe houses 
heat and ventilation, 
pipe "em for sound? Why not? 

“Install in every flat or apartment 
house a system of pipes with Inlet open- 
ings in every room—these openings might 
be of an ornamental character and placed 
in the ceiling around the chandeltler or 
wherever it was convenient—all these va- 
rious receiving pipes running to one grand 
discharge pipe that like ventilation and 
steam escape pipes should be carried out 
above the roof. 

“With all pianos properly insulateg to 
keep the sound of them from working 
down, and with such a pipe system to 
carry of fall sounds surging upward, I 
should say that the piano problem fn flat 
houses would be immediaiety solved; and 
bear in mind also that the sound pipes 
woulg carry off not merely the sounds 
of the planos but all other sounds, as, 
for instance, that of the merrymaking 
kept up until long after midnight fn the 
fiat adjoining or above or below; it would 
collect and carry off all sounds, to be 
discharged above the roof where they 
would do no harm to the listening stars. 

‘In short, it seems to me that a good 
and adequate sound pipe system wouid 
give to every flat dweeer in his apart- 
ment the privacy and seclusion and free- 
dom from disturbances of a private dwell- 
ing. The way houses thus equipped would 
rent ought to commend this suggestion 
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“the right of citizens of the United 
States to vote. Shall not be denied or 
abridged by any law, state or federal.

It does not say 
who shall not vote. It does not confer 
the right to vote. It does not assume 
that the right to vote is inherent in citi- 
zenship, for that would be absurd.

It 
merely guarantees exemption from racial! 
discriminations. In other words, it pro- 
Vides only for impartial suffrage. How 
ridiculously absurd,.then, is the asser- 
tion, so often heard, that the fifteenth 
amendment fastens upon us the agrarian 
doctrine of universal manhood suffrage!

Expert Hunter Says Cultural 
System Is Succeeding,

C., January 13.—(Spe 
cial.)\—The Texas representatives seem 
hopeful that the committee on agricul- 
ture will recommend the continuation of 
the appropriation asked for to fight the 
boll weevil. Ww. p. Hunter appeared be- 
fore the committee and made a most 
interesting Statement of the work and 
the necessity for its continuation.  sne 
Sum of $85,000 is desired for further re- 
search. Scott Field. of Texas, a member 
of the committee, {fs confident the 
amount will be granted. 

Mr. Hunter has been engaged in the 
boll weevil work in Texas anid the south 
Since 190!. For several years the field 
headquarters were located at Victoria, 
Texas, but about two years ago they 
were moved northward to Dallas, Texas. 
in order to be nearer the center of the 
infected district, which had spread con- 
siderably in area. In the course of the 
hearing before the committee in regard 
to the various branches of work under- 
taken by the department of agriculture 
through the bureau of entomolagy, - Mr. 
Hunter sald: 

“During the time been at 
work in Texas we evolved a cul- 
tural system of fighting the boll weev fl, 
that has been taken up by the farmers 
of that section, anid found to be. in 
general, very effective. The climatic 
conditions, which vary from year 
year, have a very serious effect 
Our ‘work. For instance, our cultural 
method has been very successful in 
dry years, whereas in a year where 
there is unusual precipitation, it fails to 
bring such good results. 


Situation in Texas. 

“The situation as + affects Texas. ig 
not discouraging. As to the possibili- 
ties of restricting the spread of the wee- 
vil to other southern Siates, we are not 
SO hopeful. The large crops made by 
Texas the past two years indicate about 
what may be expected from that state 
in the way of cotton Production despite 
boll weevil ravages. At the same time. 
it must be remembered that the past two 
years have been exceptionally unfavora- 
ble ones for the boll weevii. These 
years have been ‘off vears’ for the boll 
weevil. Next year under different cli- 
matic conditions there will probably be 
as much damage wrought as ever in the 
past. So far as the future is con- 
cerned, we are not very optimistic about 
the prospect in the eastern part of the 
cotton belt. In ;Mississippi and the other 
States to the east, there is a great deal 
larger annual rainfall than in Texas, and 
moisture is a great factor in helping to 
reproduce the boll weevil. The Sreatest 
damage in Texas has been accomplished 
during years where the weather condi- 
tions were largely tohes that prevail 
normally in the east. 

“As the weevil is spreading to sections 
having greater precipitation, the  ont- 
look is for even greater damage there 
proportionally than has been wrought in 
Texas. We, therefore, consider the dan- 
ger ahead of us to be greater than that 
which has been met in the past. There 
is great reason now for continued werk 
to perfect some method that will enable 
the farmers in the newly infected area 
to control am? cope with this pest. In 
fact, the need for research and continued 
experiments now is even more pro- 
nounced than it has been heretofore. 

“We have not been able tto devise any 
system that will obviate the necessity 
for destroying fields of cotton absolute- 
infected. The crop in these 
be rooted out, burned and 
and even then the weevil 
may fly away, and be carrieji in the 
smoke and by the winds to fields dis- 
tant aS much as ten miles from the 
field first Infected. 

“Sometimes, however, we are able te 
root out the weevil in this manner. and 
avert the spread of the infection in that 
district the next year. 


The Guatemalan Ant. 
“The experiments with the Guatemalan 
proven successful. These 
insects, which, {t was hoped. would de- 
and destroy the bol! weevil. could 
not be acclimatéd, and were not able to 
reproduce their species fast enough to 
be of service. 

“The boll weevil is 
miles of the Mississippi river. Tt 
only be spread by flying, but by 
means it *covers some times 60 
intervening between cotton fields. 

“The general impression that the wee- 
vil is spread by being carried in cotton 
seed, is erroneous. If this were true. the 
weevil would Now extend over the entire 
cotton belt.’”’

Answer: Kerosene oil is a very ef- 
fective remedy for lice on animals, but 
requires to be applied with care in order 
to prevent taking off the hair. Pour 
half pint of the kerosene in a bucket of 
water. Dip in an ordinary whisk broom 
and sprinkle over the animal and rub 
'it into the hair with your fingers. Spong- 
| ing the skin with benzine is perhaps 
‘better. But the following is better than 
either of the foregoing. Rub in either 
sulphur ointment or 4 ounces of sul- 
phuret of potassium dissolved in ‘one 
gelion of water, or with tar water. 

By all means use Planet Jr., or some 
other good cultivator and quit the shovel 
Or scrape. A cultivator will do just as 
well on. hilly land and among loose stones 
as will anything else, and get over the 
ground twice as fast.

WILLIAMSON METHOD 
CORN CULTURE. 

(From Press Buletin No. 138, Alabama 
Experiment Station.) 

A test was made of the Williamson 
method of corn culture. The special 
features of this method consist in (1). 
Dwarfing the plant by omission of early 
cultivation; (2). Application of very 
large amounts of commercial fertilizer 
after the plant is dwarfed, and, (3). | 
Thick planting in the drill. 

As compared with corn similarly plant- 
ed and fertilized but cultivateg as usual 
and given the usual distance in the drill, 
the Williamson method afforded much 
smaller stalks, slightly smaller ears, ears 
nearer the ground, a larger number of 
broken-down plants, and fewer ears per 
hundred plants. 

The yield on poor sandy land, on which 
velvet bean vines had been plowed under, 
was 30.5 bushels per acre by the Wil- 
liamson method, and 29.5 bushels on the 
check plot. 

Rains were abundant and well distrib- 
uted at the time when the usual cultiva- 
tion was omitted, which circumstance | 
favored the Williamson method.
